This is the ‘‘why” of Russia’s 
insistence, and her firm policy in 
furtherance of that determination 
to hold on to her satellite in mid- 
dle Europe. 


We may expect the signing of 
the peace treaty, when it comes, 
to be done with a vast amount 
of window dressing and propa- 
ganda side effects. Diplomats in 
Europe predict there will be a 
meeting of the Warsaw Pact na- 
tiens to ratify the treaty. East 
Germany is a signatory of that 
pact, but by a special provision, 
her troops were not integrated 
with those of the other members.

Springboard 


There is an old saying that he 
who has Berlin has Germany, and 
he who has Germany has far 
more.

Now 
we must think of other things. I 
think we must more and more 
integrate our economy and our 
future with the West.”’ !

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The So 
viet Union Friday exploded its 
15th nuclear device in the atmos- 
phere since Sept. 1.

What If the U.N. 


Moves to Berlin? 


WASHINGTON—Now that Izvestia, that of- 
ficial and family organ of Nikita Khrushchev, og 
has indicated its support for moving the United —_ , 
Nations from New York to Berlin, several interesting questions arise. 


Would the Communists put a wall around the place to keep the refu- 
gees in East Germany from escaping out of paradise into the ‘free 
city” of Berlin? Or would U.N. troops, in keeping with their obliga- 
tion to encourage “respect for human rights and fundamental free- 
doms for all,”’ be obliged to keep the refugees out at gun point? 


One peculiarity of the charter 


. is that it permits free speech and 


calls on its members to ‘‘develop 
friendly relations arnong nations 
based on respect for the principle 
of equal rights and self-determi- 
nation of peoples.” 


Would it be okay for the United 


German people, East and West, 
or would the charter have to be 
changed on this issue? 

The U.N. official radio is an- 
other awkward point. It broad- 
casts its debates and sometimes 
even talks about liberty in many 
languages, including German and 
Russian, Czech, Polish, and Hun- 
garian. Would the Communists let 
this kind of thing continue, or 
would they jam everything be- 
yond the barbed-wire barricades? 

Also, Mrs. Roosevelt or some- 
body is always coming round the 
United Nations and engaging the 
General Assembly in debate on 
such things as human rights. The 
universal declaration on this sub- 
ject, in the second session of the 
General Assembly, proclaims that 
“everyone has the right to life, 
liberty, and security of person— 
to freedom of opinion and ex- 
pression—to freedom of move- 
ment and residence within the 
borders of each state—to leave 


any country including his own,” 
and that’s not all, It even comes 
out for parents educating their 
own children any way they like. 

Would this kind of deviationist 
talk be permitted at the United 
Nations in Berlin and broadcast 
from. there into Budapest, War- 
saw, Prague,. Moscow and all 
those other centers of the new 
Communist culture? 

Transportation is another prob- 
lem. Berlin is 110 miles inside 
East Germany, isolated like a 
Goldwater Republican in Tam- 
many Hall. Khrushchev has told 
us that after he sets the East 
Germans free they will have 
complete sovereign rights over 
who passes from the West into 
Berlin. 

How would you like to be a 
capitalist warmonger in a situa- 
tion like that? The question 
wouldn’t be whether the United 
Nations recognized the East Ger- 
mans but whether the East Ger- 
mans recognized the United Na- 
tions. The East Germans control 
the electricity, and the communi- 
cations, and the city transporta- 
tion in Berlin. How could you 
have Berlin surrounded by East 
Germany without bringing East 
Germans into the club? And how 
would you know when the lights 
were going out?

Let’s say you find it 
hard to get excited about read- 
ing and you are not doing very 
well in your English. Talk it over 
with your English teacher. There 
are many ways she can help. 
YOUR INTERESTS 


She may help you find theme 
subjects in which you are more 
interested, thus enabling you to 
do a better job of writing your 
weekly theme or making a talk 
in class. If you are obsessed 
with the subject of boats and 
your folks have a little place on 
Lake Lanier, for instance, where 
you go on weekends it stands to 
reason that you could put more 
enthusiasm into a_ five-minute 
talk or a 500-ward paper on 
*“‘How I Made a Boat” than you 
could on the rhyme scheme of a 
sonnet. For your outside read- 
ing, she may suggest Conrad’s 
sea stories or Melville’s ‘Moby 
Dick” and you may find out that 
reading is a joy instead of a 
chore. 


TEACHER’S VALUE 


The two most valuable things 
that enable a teacher to help you 
are (1) personal kindness and (2) 
a thorough knowledge of her 
subject. Bernard DeVoto once 
wrote in Saturday Review, “The 
longer I live, the more I am con- 
vinced that the most important 
thing in life is human warmth.” 
Many there are who believe that 
the terrific dropout rate in U:S. 
schools could be drastically low- 
ered if there were more warm- 
hearted teachers who made stu- 
dents feel they were personally 
concerned about their staying in 
school. ° 


Students drop out fer many rea- 
sons. But I believe some students 
drop out from sheer boredom. 
They cannot become interested 
because school is to them not in- 
teresting and not related—so far 
as they see—to the purposeful 
concerns of their lives. 


It does no good to hold a stu- 
dent in school unless the teacher 


knows the subject matter she is 
teaching and can help the student 
see that it has a terrific place in 
his future. The good teacher can 
do that. 


BETTER TEACHERS 


Teachers who teach you. in 
Georgia now are better prepared 
than teachers have ever beef to 
help you make good grades. They 
have majored in the subject they 
are teaching. They took most of 
their college work in academic 
subjects, popular opinion to the 
contrary notwithstanding. The 
year of professional training they 
had to take was in vital areas 
that taught them more about you 
and how you learn and about how 
a good curriculum could be built 
for you, and about how education 
in this country has come to be 
what it is today. 


Georgia has had some remark- 
able teachers. Old ugly William 
Whir, whose walking stick and 
silver mug you can see in the 
museum at Midway, was such a 
remarkable teacher that students 
came from all over the South- 
east to his school near Sunbury. 
John Wesley taught in Georgia. 


The Jesuits and Franciscans 
who set up the first missions on 
Georgia’s coast in the 1600s were 
wonderful teachers. One of the 
friars wrote a grammar, the first 
book ever written on this conti- 
nent. 


Joe Brown, the war governor, 
who had been such a terribly 
poor little boy that he had to 
plow oxen in north Georgia and 
peddle his vegetables through the 
streets of Dahlonega, finally got 
to go to school when he was 
about 20. He became a teacher 
before he was a lawyer and a 
governor. 


NATIONAL FIGURES 


Sarah Campbell Caldwell, who 
was president of the National 
Education. Association—as was 
Georgia’s late Dr. Willis Sutton 
—was from Covington.

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HAVANA (UP1)—Cuban army 
intelligence agents rounded up 14 
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‘For 42 years Dr. Herman L. Turner has stressed 
two things in his Christian ministry: love and for- 
giveness. 


Dr. Turner will retire next month from the 
pulpit of Covenant Presbyterian Church. During 
his ministry the world has been his pulpit although 
he has been pastor of only three churches—one in 
Sheffield, Ala.; one in Birmingham, and Covenant 
in Atlanta. 


Four times he and Mrs. Turner have traveled to 
Europe; numerous times to other parts of the 
globe; and this year around the world as titular 
head of his puseimiaation, the United Presbyterian 
Church in the U. S. A. 

Looking back on his years of ministry this week, 
Dr. Turner said it had been hard at times to meet 
with criticism, but he added: ‘No minister will 
lose his people if he loves them and he has for- 
giveness in his heart.”’ 


In every pastorate he tried to identify himself 
with the problems of not only the church he 
served, but the community. He found that the 
way to solve the problems was to “win the people 
through persuasiveness. After all what is love 
but the technique of persuasiveness.”’ 


“Ministers fail because they approach a matter 
with the wrong attitude,” he said. ““They must 
help people reach their own opinion and this re- 
quires an element of time and planning—gradw 
ally letting the light shine in.” 


Dr. Turner said a minister can’t persuade in 
one sermon or a dozen sermons. “It may take 20 
years and people must believe there is sincerity 
behind your message," Dr. Turner advised. 


He has often defended the clergymen’s right to 
speak out on issues. He was chairman of the 
committee which drew up the first Ministers’ 
Manifesto in 1957 in which 80 Atlanta churchmen 
signed a six-point declaration of principles on the 
racial question. 


In an old Ford bearing the words, ‘Presbyterian 
Sabbath School Missions’ on the back, Dr. Turner

traveled through Alabama establishing Sunday 
schools where there were none. The policy he fol- 


_Jowed as a lay worker was not necessarily to es- 


tablish a denomination school, but just get a Sun- 
day school going. 


“I took along a volleyball and net with me to a 
school and set that up. Then I'd get the people to 
come hear me,’’ he said. 


Through this work he became aware of the need 
for him to serve and “felt God's call” to enter 
the ministry. 


At 28 he began his ministry with no formal 
theological training. “I learned mine the hard 
way—out with the people. And it’s been the 
passion of my soul too.” 


This past year has been what Dr. and Mrs. 
Turner call “‘the most exciting year of our lives.” 
In March they celebrated their golderi wedding 
anniversary and went around the world as good 
will ambassadors for their church. 


For 50 years the Turners have worked as a 
team. 


On their world trip this spring they wrote letters 
and notes to each other every day and either 
mailed them to their home or filed them away for 
future reference. 


After returning to Atlanta, they compiled their 
notes into a book for publication. 


“It’s a beautiful world despite man’s devasta- 
tion,” Dr. Turner said. “‘Human nature is the 
same the world over—the needs are the same; the 
same forces that hinder progress here hinder 
progress around the world. The gospel has got to 
be relevant to everyday living. This is the hope 
of the world.” 

When Dr. Turner was elected moderator of his 
church, a minister of long standing shook Dr. 
Turner’s hand and said, ‘You'll make a good 
moderator if you'll just be Herman L. Turner.”

Powell’s compliments came 
voluntarily after Vandiver told 
the news conference that Geor- 
gians oppose integration but as- 
serted, ‘‘We are law-abiding 
people who don’t want to be con- 
strued as defying the law.”’ 


The New Hampshire governor’s 
arrival in Atlanta was delayed 
for a while because the four- 
motored plane in which he was 
traveling lost the power of an 
engine in flight. He said, how- 
ever, that it was nothing serious. 


As a.one-time high school stu- 
dent in South Carolina, Powell 
said, ‘“You folks here in the South 
have problems (but) other states 
have problems, too. It was not un- 
til 1961 that the New Hampshire 
legislature adopted an anti-dis- 
crimination act.” 


Powell declined to get very far 
into the controversy now under 
way in Republican ranks over 
whether former Vice President 
Richard Nixon should seek the 
California governorship as a step- 
ping stone to another nomination 
for the presidency. 


“First of all, I am not sure it is 
in my province to counsel Mr. 
Nixon . . . I have on occasion 
tried to do it in the past—without 
success,’’ Powell said. 


“‘Any man who has been a can- 
didate and lost has a real uphill 
struggle,”’ said Powell, whose own 
inclination is to the conservative 
wing of the GOP. 


Powell expressed concern about 
the domestic spending programs 
of the Kennedy administration at 
a time when the nation may face 
high new defense spending de- 
mands. 


“It ill behooves us to overspend 


‘on domestic programs. . . I think 


there has been some tendency in 
that direction in the present ad- 
ministration,” he said, but did not 
single out specific programs.

The Europeans of Algiers and 
other Algerian cities demon- 
strated their opposition to a set- 
tlement with the Moslem Rebels 
Friday night by creating a tre- 
mendous din with pots and pans, 
whistles and automobile horns.

ATHENS—On the eve of his finest hour, his debut 
as head coach at the University of Georgia, Johnny 
Griffith was dealt a cruel blow by fate here Friday 
night in the form of an emergency appendectomy. 


From his hospital bed, prior to 
the operation, Griffith appointed 
John Gregory as acting head 
coach and at the same time con- 
ferred with Charley Trippi on of- 
fensive plans for the game with 


Alabama at Sanford Stadium Sat- 
urday, kickoff 2 p.m. 


Normally, Gregory would 
handle defensive substitutions 
and Trippi those for the offensive 
units so there is little change in 
coaching functions on the side- 
lines. 

“It’s a shame Johnny will 
miss his first game as head 
coach,”’ said Trippi later in the 
evening. ‘‘He said he would try 


to be there tomorrow—he’d | 


love to be there —but, of 
course, there is no possible way 
he can do it. I know the players 
are going to give a good effort 
for him.” 


Griffith met with his staff early 
Friday and went over game plans. 
He attended practice at 4 p.m., 
but persistent pains became un- 
bearable and he consulted Dr. 
John Stegeman and team phy- 
sician Dr. Marion Hubert. 


A diagnosis of appendicitis was 
made and doctors indicated 
surgery would be necessary. He 
entered the operating room at 
approximately 7 p.m. 

Athletic director Wally Butts 
rushed to the hospital when in- 
formed of Griffith’s condition.

To sift or not to sift is the big 
question in the back of minds 
of housewives and home econ- 
omists all over the country. 


Most home economists feel 
that if the housewife is in a 
rush and wants to lower her 
standards by not measuring, 
then she must make the de- 
cision. 


But it seems unnecessary to 


say “‘no sifting’ in recipes. Then 
wonder what happened to the 
texture and quality of the baked 
product. 


True, there are some baked 
products that you can prepare 
without measuring, such as 
yeast rolls and biscuits, for sel- 
dom is the recipe exact on the 
amount ‘of flour that is to be 
used. But cakes, cookies and 
pie pastries are experimented 
with by home economists to 
determine the exact amount of 
flour for the best texture. 


And with one-cup sifters on 
the market, it’s unlikely to 
waste much time in sifting the 
flour into the bowl. 


Several home economists have 
their own ideas, pro and con, 
on the question and you might 
like to know just how they 
stand. 


“The industries that suggest 
no sifting, recommend measur- 
ing short,’’ said Emily Alexan- 
der, home economist and divi- 
sion home service supervisor of 
the Georgia Power Co. 


“You'll discover a lot of vari- 


ation if you sift and measure 
than when you measure with- 
out sifting,”” she continued. ‘‘Of 
course, you can always go back 
to grandmother’s method,”’ she 
added lightly, ‘‘and weigh! But 
for a novice, sifting is the sure 
way.” 
SENSE OF FEEL 

Emily pointed out that ex- 
perienced cooks can turn out 


fine products if they have de- 
veloped that sense of feel or 


can recognize a good batter. 


“But if the truth was known, 
those cooks probably turned out 
some big failures in developing 
that skill,” she explained. 


‘‘Measuring and sifting is im- 
portant in cakes, cookies and 
pastries,” said another home 
economist. ‘But housewives 
can leave out sifting when mak- 
ing yeast rolls and breads. If 
you will notice, most recipes for 
these products seldom call for 
an exact amount of flour,’”’ she 
stated. 


Home economists have ex- 
perimented with these products 
enough to set up certain stand- 
ards and measurements to avoid 
a crisis and it seems a little 
unfair to toss all of these meth- 
ods and measurements out the 
window. 


Mary Ellen Goodlow, a re- 
search nutritionist in Atlanta, 
has another point of view. 


“T am not a cake baker, so 
I depend on cake mixes,”’ she 
said. “I am one of those people 
who has to do things the easy 
way. 


Under normal conditions,”’ she

continued, “flour doesn’t stay 
in one place like it once did 
when housewives bought it in 
large quantities and it had time 
to pack easily. 


She contends that the whole 
mode of cooking has changed. 
The busy housewife is doing 
well to get something in the 
oven to bake. 


Mary Ellen feels that the 
manner in which air is incorp- 
orated into better is important 
and the oven temperature should 
be exact. “If you are a per- 
fectionist—sift, but with so many 
variables—don't bother,’’ she 
vowed. 

She often takes a spoon and 
stirs up the flour in the can- 
nister before measuring. “In so 
doing, I avoid the packed flour.”’ 
REVISION 

“This new idea means re- 
vision of all methods,” said 
Betty Parker, Home Service 
Director of Georgia Power. 
“The factory method of sifting 
is acceptable but you can’t con- 


trol packing as the flour travels 
over long distances.”’ 


“I suggest,”’ said Betty, “that 
if you’re baking cakes and 


cookies—sift. But since yeast 


rolls never say exact measure- 
ment, sifting isn’t necessary. 


“She pointed out that in a 
recipe that calls for 3 cups of 


flour, there may be as much as 


34 cup variation in the amount. 


“As for overmixing, 
will shrink before your eyes 
and the texture and volume 
fall,”’ said Betty. 


“Presifting at the factory al- 
ways seemed to be for more 
critical reasons, such as remov- 
ing bolts and nails 
have fallen into the product,”’ 
concluded Betty. 


The majority of these home 
economists feel that the recipe 
standards should continue to 
include sifting and let the 
housewife conform to her own 
standards depending on the 


quality that she wants.
